While  the  population  of  Alberta  is  about  three  million, 
or  ten  percent  of  Canada’s  population,  the  province 
accounts  for  almost  one-quarter  of  total  Canadian 
exports  of  agri-food  products.  Alberta’s  agri-food 
industry  is  export-focused  and  known  worldwide  for 
high  quality  products.
